The  revolution  effected  by  this  brief  or* 

der,  wll!  be  beat  under*  t I  by  a  itatement 

of  the  law  and  custom  heretofore  fo)  I  owed. 
Two  Beard*  of  Examiners  were  eatab* 
Lfahad  by  tltu  School  Law ;  one*  the  Butte 
Board,  consisting  of  the  fttate  feuperin- 
Undent  and  the  Principal  of  the  Normiai 
gchool,  whose  certificate*  entitle  the  holder 
to  teach  in  any  part  of  the  State ;  the 
other,  the  County  Board.  consisting  of  Hi* 
County  Superintendent  uml  not  more  than 
three  teacher*  appointed  by  him,  whose 
certificate*  entitle  the  holders  to  LeuctOo 
the  county  where  granted,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  first  grade,  which  entitle  the 
holder*  to  teach  in  any  part  of  the  State. 
The  examinations  are  conducted  in  writ¬ 
ing  ;  three  grade*  ot  certificate*  are  issued. 
A*  we  are  at  present  more  particularly 
concerned  with  the  Countj  Certificate*, 
the  following  reraxrlu  will  refer  to  them 
alone. 

Applicant*  for  the  the  lAiv4  grad*  county 
certificate  tndfit  be  uot  It**  than  sixteen 
year*  of  ag«  ;  they  are  examined  w  Or¬ 
thography,  Heading,  Writing,  Geography, 
Arithmetic  and  Grammar,  ^he  license 
continue*  in  force  for  one  year. 

Candidate*  for  the  cocoml  gentle  county 
certificate  are  to  be  not  lost  than  seventeen 
year*  old*  with  an  experience  in  teaching 
of  not  lea*  than  one  year.  The  examina¬ 
tion  it  the  same  a*  that  for  the  third  grade 
certificate,  with  the  addition  of  the  Hii- 
lory  of  tbs  United  State*,  Book-Keeping, 
and  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching, 
The  license  continue*  in  force  for  two 
year*  from  date. 

Candidate*  for  the  fret  grade  county  cer¬ 
tificate  are  not  lea*  than  eighteen 

year*  old,  with  an  experience  In  teaching 
of  not  lei*  than  two  year*.  The  rumina¬ 
tion  is  the  same  *a  that  for  the  second 
grade  certificate,  with  the  addition  of 
Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  English 
Composition,  Algebra,  the  Constitution  ot 
the  United  Bute*,  and  the  School  Law  of 
New  Jersey.  The  license  remain*  In  force 
i  for  three  years  from  date. 

Tbs  Boards  of  Examiners  rue*  t  four 
time*  each  year,  vix,  on  the  I  Ml  Friday  or 

Saturday  of  February,  May,  4* gust  and 
November.  Private  examinations  are  al¬ 
lowed  ;  but  the  objections  to  them  are  so 
great  that  they  are  seldom  granted. 

In  th*  r*r\j  d*j»  ol  th«  Uw,  4>fficaltj 
wm  oft* a  roam)  In  obtaining  tencbm  fnr- 
n  is  bed  with  certificate*  at  the  time  of  en¬ 
gagement.  Occasionally  vscxncfai  occur 
which  most  be  filled  before  the  quarterly 
examination  take*  place;  or  m  teacher  \* 
engaged  who  is  unexpectedly  dtodtted,  for 
good  resene,  from  the  tweeting  of  the 
Board,  In  order  to  meet  the**  and  similar 
cues,  the  Superintendent  has  been  permit 
ted  to  grant  a  w  HcMne,*  when  he  waa  sat¬ 
isfied  of  the  applicant's  #tne*a  for  the  p <m 
lion  :  this  lioense  to  continue  in  hwt^e  until 
tbs  next  regular  examination  This  cus¬ 
tom  baa  led  to  irregularities,  which  hare 
only  been  permitted  because  the  refusal  to 
license  would  seriously  interrupt  the 
school.  There  i*.  however,  now  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  obtaining  competent  teacher* t 
duly  examined,  who  hold  regular  certifi¬ 
cate*,  Our  Normal  Schools  and  oth**r 
mining  institution*  are  const  ret ly  supply¬ 
ing  us  with  teacher*  of  all  degree*  of  qnnl 
ifleation.  The  *upply  fa,  in  reality,  great¬ 
er  than  the  demand  :  and  ft  U  time  fW 
teaching  should  be  recognised  as  a  profes¬ 
sion,  to  be  entered  only  by  tho«e  who 
possess  thorough  and  accurate  scholarship, 
and  who  know  something  about  imparting 
instruction  and  maintaining  discipline. 

By  the  regulation  just  adopted  discre¬ 
tionary  power  is  taken  from  the  County 
Superintendent,  and  trustee*  cannot  engage 
teechefi  except  *u<;h  as  hold  regular 
teachers*  certificate*.11  This  may,  at  first, 
cause  Home  Inconvenience;  as*  All  change* 
do  :  but  this  will  be  a*  nothing  compared 
with  the  great  benefits  that  will  he  Inimedi 
ately  felt.  Incompetent  persons  will  have 
no  cIisjic*  of  an  engagement,  trusting  to  a 
license*  or  that  aomething  will  turn  up.  by 


atty  can  he  Indicted  in  case  the  order  is 

disobeyed. 

There  are,  at  least,  two  ways  of  punish 
ing  such  acts.  Our  i*  to  direct  1  Ik  Town¬ 
ship  (Collector  not  to  pay  the  orders  Issued 
by  such  board;  the  other,  to  withhold 
from  inch  district  the  State  Appropriation, 
The  Comity  Superintendent  Is  directed  to 
sea  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  are  obeyed  ;  and  to  report  to 
It  it)  cases  of  willful  disobedience. 

Bo  frem  whatever  point  of  view  we  re¬ 
gard  this  rule  of  the  Bute  Board,  whether 
from  that  of  tiuperuitundeut,  Trustee,  or 
Teacher,  we  see  that  It  will  accomplish  an 
Immediate  and  great  ruform.  Only  those 
who  set  their  own  selfish  considerations 
above  the  interest  of  the  school,  will  find 
Cause  of  complaint.
